It  was  much  agreed  that  not  even  one  American  life  is  worth  our  country's 
dependance  on  foreign  oil,  but  Hussein's  threat  to  freedom  throughout  the  Arab  world, 
along  with  the  possible  nuclear  threat  he  posed  had  to  be  answered.  Since  August  of 
1990,  the  US  had  been  sending  troops  to  Saudi  Arabia  in  advance  of  that  threat.  We 
watched  as  many  former  graduates,  relatives  and  friends  were  called  to  war.  History  will 
show  the  results  of  that  offensive. 


There  was  good  news,  however,  in  Germany,  the  wall  between  East  and  West  Germany 
came  tumbling  down.  In  Moscow,  the  Iron  Curtain  was  lifted  just  enough  to  let 
McDonald's  open  a  restaurant  there,  but  if  you  want  "fast-food"  hamburger  there  is  a 
forty-five  minute  wait.  In  South  Africa,  Nelson  Mandela,  a  political  prisoner  was  released 
after  more  than  twenty  years  of  captivity.  Following  his  release,  Mandela  began  a  world- 
wide tour  to  gain  support  for  the  fight  against  aparthied.  In  other  places,  the  news  was 
not  as  good,  where  in  Armenia  and  Iran  two  devastating  earthquakes  brought  destruction 
and  the  loss  of  thousands  of  innocent  lives.  In  Panama,  however,  American  troops  moved 
in  and  capture  deposed  President  Manuel  Noreiga,  bringing  him  to  America  whi'fg  t1ii§ 
faced  criminal  charges. 


On  the  home  front,  things  were  equally  exciting.  President  Bush's  campaign  promise  of 
no  new  taxes  was  a  fleeting  cry  as  a  deepening  recession  hit  the  country.  State  cutbacks 
in  funding  in  all  areas  has  hit  everyone  hard,  and  oil  prices  rose  to  $1.50  at  the  pumps. 
From  the  state  college  students  to  the  low-income  citizens  of  Mass  the  cutbacks  hurt 
badly.  At  the  high  school,  teachers  wore  their  "teaching  without  a  contract"  pins  to 
"remind  us  and  others  that  the  town  had  hot  settled  with  them.  We  noticed  the  lack  of 
choices  in  class  selections  and  a  lower  tolerance  for  complaints.  But,  we  found  our  way 
through.
